"Then Joat aeroaa the oonntrf from 
this mountain is another, in which have 
already been discovered about thirty feet 
of 00*1 in three hanka, one abore the 
otbor, and all the atrata havt not baen 
opened up yet. 

"The man who owns this place has his 
hoose aitnated, aa it were, between 
heaven and earth. It is way up the side 
of one of the steepest of mountains, and 
there ia no other meana of acceaa than by 
a amall path which winds 'ronnd and 
'round ainon^' the Imshci, and one has to 
almost pull bis way up by catching on to 
the ahnibbery. • • • The man had 
lived and broaght up bis family tlit rc, 
bat waa totally unaware of his vast 
wealth Qotil a recent land (ilide right in 
front of his door rt'veaifd a fonrteen-foot 
coal bank, the thickest that haa ever 
been found in Breathitt. Thia, of oonree 
aet him to tliinkin^ at)d Niokin.', and U)- 
day lie n-j >i( iK in the fact tha: lie owns 
one of llir very beat bound iries ill the 
monntains of Kentucky. • « * » 

" We mention these two niountairiH in 
particular, hut they do not contain all the 
mineral wealth of the region by any 
means. Neither are we able to any that 
they contain more coal than others. Thin 
baa never been demonstrated. Every 
evidence goee to ahow that the entire 
country is underlaid with vist stratas 
which have never yet been disclosed." 

Farther along th« editor telle of a field 

of cannel coal which wav first diHCovered 
by a little boy, who had beea promised a 
dollar or two for every bank he foand. 
The Hustler says: "It has been known 
that cannul coal existed in this county 
for many years, but no one had the re- 
motest idea of its eztenatveness, until a 
year or so ago, • • • The region is 
probably not more than twenty miles 
aquare, but it is safe to estimate that there 
ia a aafficient quantity in this boundary 
to build the fires in theSiate of Kentucky 
for five hundred years to come.
